Success of New Appeal System. 


At the recent seventeenth annual banquet of 


the Los Angeles Ear Association, Supreme Jus- 
tice Lticien Shaw delivered an able address on 
•"The Results of the Xew System of Appellate 
Courts." The facts which he presented in a forci- 
ble manner remove to a large extent the popular 
belief that the Supreme Court and the District 
Courts of Appeal are years behind in their work. 
iThe address was printed in full in the Los Angeles 
Journal of October 16 and it is a document which 


• is entitled to a careful perusal by every member of 


the California bar and every litigant in the State. 


The District Courts of Appeal were created 


under a constitutional amendment adopted in No- 
vember, 1904, and were organized for business in 
May following, since which time they have been 
'in active operation. After explaining the scheme 
of appeal as it applied to the three Appellate 
Courts organized in the districts of San Fran- 
cisco, Sacramento and Los Angeles and the limi- 
tations placed on their jurisdictional powers, Jus- 


• tice Shaw described the conditions in the Supreme 


Court which made their creation imperative to re- 


" lieve the court and its auxiliary body of five com- 
' missioners of the enormous burdens imposed upon 
*ttiem and to raise the blockade which, despite every 
effort of the court and its commissioners to pre- 
vent it, had occurred and which was growing 
-tenser and more embarrassing with the passing of 


time. 
Before the new system was adopted Jus- 


tice Shaw said "the situation was hopeless." 


There were at the time about seven hundred 


cases pending in the Supreme Court, and despite 
the greatest diligence in disposing of appeals they 
were steadily multiplying. "The court was sub- 
stantially a little over three years in arrears and 
new cases were being filed faster than the old ones 
'could be decided." Moreover, condition'; created 
. a blockade in the filing of appeals which gave 
practitioners an excuse Inr putting off the prepara- 
tion of their transcripts and bill.-, of exceptions and 
.thus giving ground for popular complaint against 
the delays of the law. 


The new system has wrrkecl so satisfactory as 


to fulfill the most sanguine expectations of those 
who favored it. "The great mass of litigation," 
eaid Justice Shaw, ''awaiting final decision in I'lOo 
has been disposed of and the ca«es appealed direct- 
ly to the District Courts ha^ e been decided within 
reasonable time. 
So effectively has the old-time 


blockade been raised that "tho=c 'courts are now 
and have been practically up to date with their 
•work," although since they were organized "2629 
cases have been filed in these courts, including the 
four hundred originally transfe-rcd to them" from 
the calendar of the Supreme Court. Of thc«e "1280 
were either direct appeals to those courts or orig- 
,inal proceedings therein and M49 were transfer- 
red to them from the ca^es appealed directly to 
the Supreme Court,1' which since May 1, 1905, 
have aggregated 21:50. Since that date the Su- 
preme and District Appellate Courts have had sub- 
mitted to them 3110 new cases in all. The won- 
derful expedition with which this enormous num- 
ber of appeals has been handled is shown in Jus- 
tice Shaw's statement that "none of the District 
'Courts of Appeal has now pending before it more 
than seventy-five cases undecided." Of the 2404 
Cases decided written opinions have been reported 
in 1450 cases, the remainder of the appeals have 
been of a character which the courts declined to 
consider and summarily dismissed. 


In the matter of rehearings which have added 


greatly to the labors of the Appellate Courts, ap- 
'.proximately one in fifteen has-been granted. But 


93 per cent of the decisions of the District Appel- 
late Courts stand as the judicially determined law 
of the land and "in another year," said Justice 
Shaw, "there will be no more delay in any case 
than such as is inevitably attendant upon the 
necessary preparation of the case for submission 
to the higher courts and the proper consideration 
by those courts after submission." 


Owing to the extraordinary events which have 


occurred since the new appeal system was organ- 
ized, it is highly commendatory to those in whose 
hands its operation has been entrusted that it has 
worked so satisfactorily and such splendid results 
have been obtained. 


Bond and Annexation Campaign 


The campaign for the annexation of outside 


territory has been fairly started in Oakland. It has 
been in progress in Fruitvale, Melrose,' Fitchburg 
and Elmhurst for many weeks past. There the 
various improvement clubs took hold of the move- 
ment, conducted a campaign of education, aroused 
public interest to a pitch and made a multitude of 
converts to the cause. 
Public sentiment in the 


territory which it is proposed to annex having 
been demonstrated through the efforts of these 
improvement clubs to be unquestionably favor- 
able, the civic organizations in Oakland have now 
taken up the subject in earnest. On Wednesday 
night representatives of these organizations took 
the initial steps toward carrying on a vigorous 
campaign from now until the day of holding the 
election which is slated for November 16—name- 
ly, the day after the holding of the bond election 
when it is positively assumed the bond issue will 
be authorized by a practically unanimous vote. 


The future progress and development of Oak- 


land and its suburbs are involved in these two 
elections. Their success spells positive and rapid 
prosperity. The people of the territory seeking 
annexation are full}' alive to the municipal bene- 
fits that will accrue to them through union with 
Oakland and the effect it will have on the future 
value of their properties. Membership in a com- 
munity in.the village state it is a very different 
thing from that of membership in a municipality 
having strong claims to metropolitan distinction. 
And the people of Oakland are, on the other hand, 
alive to the fact that the keynote of the city's 
future progress depends on the improvement of its 
water front for the uses of the highest class of 
commerce and on the consolidation of its suburbs 
with itself. 
One is just "as essential to mutual 


progress as the other. Fortunately the public 
mood is, as it should be, in such a frame that fail- 
ure in either case is out of the question. The civic 
organizations of Oakland have wisely decided, 
however, not to leave anything to chance, but to 
infuse enthusiasm into both movements and thus 
make success dottblv sure.

The Department of Justice has ordered that 


the prosecution of Dr. E. B. Perrin be dropped, on 
the ground that there is not sufficient evidence to 
warrant a conviction and that the circumstances 
indicate Perrin's innocence. Dr. Perrin was con- 
victed on the testimony of a self-confessed scoun- 
drel who had been given a contract of immunity 
by William J. P>urns then in the detective service 
of the government. When Perrin attempted to 
prosecute Charles P. Sncll, the immunity contract 
witness, for perjury Burns tried in every way to 
protect him, and his representations coupled with 
those of Henfiy, induced Attorney General Bona- 
parte to array the government against Perriu's ef- 
forts to sift the perjury charge in the United 
States courts. Perrin was thus driven to the State 
•courts for redress, but the San Francisco District 
Attorney's office dominated by Heney disowned 
Dr. Perrin's complaint and denied him assistance 
In any form to the prosecution he had instituted. 
Dr. Perrin employed an attorney at his own ex- 
pense, however, and pushed the prosecution de- 
spite the opposition of the Federal and State prose- 
cuting officers. lie has at last brought Snell to 
trial and Attorney General Wickcrsham, after giv- 
ing the case a thorough examination, has ordered 
all proceedings against Dr. Perrin to be dropped. 
This order virtually convicts Burns of conspiracy 
to disgrace and drag down an innocent man solely 
because he is rich and prominent. 


The London directors of the Grand Trunk Rail- 


way of Canada did the handsome thing at its meet- 
ing yesterday by granting a pension of £7500 a 
year to Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, who retires 
from the presidency at the close of the present 
year. Sir Charles has made a great success of the 
corporation and has been the prime agent in ex- 
tending the system across the continent to Port 
Prince Rupert on the British Columbia Coast, 
which is expected to be completed within two 
years. 
He has fully earned the pension through 


his energy and clear-headedness in the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the corporation.

Trespassing on railroad property. In 


violation of the law, was responsible for 
the deaths of 47,416 persons in the United 
States In the last ten years. In the same 
period, more than 50.000 trespassers were 
Injured. 
In view of this, many of the 


important railroads have determined to 
redouble their efforts to secure In this 
country that rigid enforcement of the law 
against trespassing which, In England, has 
reduced the. practice, and accidents to 
trespassers, to a small number. 


The number of persons killed where 


trespassing on railroads 
has been In- 


creasing every year. 
In 1898 trespassers 


lost their lives on American railroads; 
flve years afterward the number was 
5000 and In 1907 5612. more than 15 a 
day. 
These figures are taken from the 


annual reports of the 
interstate com- 


merce commission. 
Figures compiled by 


the Pennsylvania railroad 
alono show 


that 465 trespassers !o«t their lives on 
that system's lines In 1899, 781 were killed 
in 1904, while in 1107 the number reached 
915, an average of almost three for every 
business day in the year. 
In the ten 


years prior to January 1, 1909, exactly 
7240 people, who were on the Pennsyl- 
vania's right of way In willful violation 
of the law, and In spite of thousands of 
warning signs along the railroad, were 
killed. 
In addition, during the first six, 


months of this year 285 trespassers lost 


dishes they had previously been allowi d. 
Thomas A. Becket gave £5 (equivalent 
to £15 of our money) for a dish of eels.

Addresses 


Student Meeting in Har- 


mon Gym 


BERKELEY. Oct. 22.—The principal 


duties of men In the consular service are 
two in number—make speeches and eat 
dinners—according to Amos P. "Wilder, 
t'nited States Consul General in Shang- 
hai, 
China, in an address made at tho 


University meeting 
in 
Harmon gym- 


nasium this morning. 
Mr. Wilder made 


this remark as a preface to his speech and 
said that because of the latter he would 
make the former short, but his remarks 
were of sufficient length and proved very 
interesting. 


He confined himself largely to the de- 


velopment and needs of the celestial em- 
pire. He said that the Chinese have no 


li knowledge of this country as we 


have of China and they know us prin- 
cipally thiough the Pacific Coast cities. 
Only a few of them have ever heaid of 
Xew York or Washington, but almost all 
know San Francisco and a majority of 
them have either an uncle or aunt living 
in Dupont street. 


KNOW OUR TONGUE. 


"The Chinese," he said, "havo a far 


better conception of our language than wo 
have of theirs. Much St their knowledge 
is what we commonly call pidgeon En- 
glish. The Chinese, in their language and 
manner are a wonderfully courteous peo- 
ple. 
I remember when I got on the boat 


at Shanghai to make this trip I spoke to 
a Chinese and asked him to see that my 
grips were placed In my cabin. He did 


Later I discovered that he was a 


prominent Chinese merchant and a first 
cabin passenger on the same steamer. 
If I had said that to an American mer- 
chant he would have boon pretty apt to 
have said something rather unpleasant In 
reply and refusing." 


Mr. Wilder paid a high tribute to the 


Catholics of the world in saying that 
they had accomplished a wonderful world 
in teaching the S.000,000 Malays in the 
Philippines to worship but one God. He 
also praised the work of Confusclus in 
making China a peace loving country and 
one that Is well unified. He said It was a 
great government that could keep 400,- 
000.000 people living harmoniously In a 
territory no larger than that portion of 
the Tnited States Ivlng east of the Rocky 
Mountains. He reiterated time and again 
that the Chinese are'a wonderful people 
and that it Is only the Ignorant among 
us who will hold to race prejudice. 


DEVELOPS THE NATION. 


The Chinese government system tends 


:o the development of the nation rather 
than to the individual, according to the 
speaker, and great poverty is the greatest 
bar to the country's development. 
The 


old Chinese cannot be made over but the 
voung can be developed and therein lies 
the future of China. 
Mr. Wilder spoke 


of the many schools in the celestial em- 
pire that are admirably equipped with all 
modern contrivances but lacking In com- 
petent teachers. 
He also touched upon 


the excellent achievement of tho twenty 
or more Chinese who were educated In the 
Connecticut valley In the late '70s and 
early 'SOo and commended the foresight 
of the New England people in aiding the 
Chinese. 


"The Chinese and Japanese are a se- 


rious people," Mr. Wilder said, "and there 
s no sign of decay in them. In this coun- 
try one might take the number ot women 
who patronize cheap theaters and nickel- 
odeons and those who spent their morn- 
ngs playing brldg-e and afternoons in the 
futilo frivolities of dress as a sign of 
decay but you see none of It In the

It can be done more 
cheaply than in anv other way and at 
the same time there is an esthetic «-le- 
ment which can be made of great com- 
mercial value. 
"Boston is, of course, the center of the 
system 
Around It there are nineteen 
other cities and towns which secure their 
water from the central station. 
The 
price, the work and the securing of a 
supply Is in th" hand? of the commis- 
sion, which is comprised of business men 
and has absolute power. 
Different cities 
are charged a different rate, depending 
upon tne circumstaneea 'of ' thefr location 
and other factors which go to make up 
the cost. 
"By so tnanv towns co-operating with 
each other great economy can be exer- 
cised in the distribution of the water 
Instead of having nineteen or twenty sets 
of officials to pay, there are but three 
persons who draw salaries. 
Thi great 
quantity of water handled permits of 
great economy in the attribution. In nome 
instances as high as 45 per cent being 
saved. 


ESTHETIC SIDE. 


"Piobably the greatest recommendation 
of the scheme Is the esthetic side, which 
has almost unlimited possibilities from 
a commercial standpoint. What I mean 
is tnis: Around our water sheds we do 
not allow finy Inhabitants for fear that 
sewage and 
refuse 
would defile 
ths 
water. 
In Boston the reverse is true. 
Absolute protection Is given by building 
lateral sewers, "which catch every diop of 
impurity that might find Its wav Into 
the lake or reseivolr 
Around these lakes 
at Boston there" ara communities growing 
up. Bach citv Is virtually a park in it- 
self, having for Its center a beautiful 
lake of water. 
This park effect extends 
for miles and miles until the eye IK be- 
wildered with beauty. 


DREAM OF BEAUTY. 


"The same thing can be reproduce 
here. 
The lakes and reservoirs nece<- 
sary to a metropolitan system her 
stead of being secluded and having n 
human habitations about them, can b 
made beautv spots, little paradises wher 
palatial homes and beautiful scenery wl 
arise 
"The plan In contemplation Is not only 
beautiful, but practical. That is whv the 
Hetch-Hatcny is of such vast Importance 
to Oakland and this side of the bav. Thi 
nterests of Oakland -a ill be looked afte:

SAYS HE IS READY TO EIGHT 


Big White Man Looks Fit to Make the Effort of 


His Life With Colored Champion—Says 


He Trained Hard While Abroad 


NEW YORK, October 22.—James J. Jeffries has come back 


from his European trip ready and fit, it is believed, to fight Jack 
Johnson for the heavyweight championship of the world. 
In the 


environs of Carlsbad, Bohemia, the one-time faoilermaker is asserted 
to have trained vigorously for the Johnson mill without giving the 
slightest hint to his friends in America of what he was doing. 


When Jeffries walked down the gang plank of the steamship 


Lusitania, which arrived today, he looked as if he was in fighting 
trim. His solid hulk of frame was without superfluous flesh and his 
complexion was clear. 
Sam Berger, his sparring partner, and a 


host of admirers at the dock appeared surprised at the physical con- 
dition of the retired jchampion.

"Now "I'm ready to fight Johnson tomorrow," said the big fel- 


low, "and the sooner the articles are signed the better. I'll live up 
to the Berger agreement, but as to details, they can take care of 
themselves." 


What about Johnson?" was asked.

Jeff to be right, so that the people cannot say I beat an old man who 
vtas not fit to fig-lit.

by Berger, that suits me very well. In the original agreement It was 
agreed that.we should fight cither one of three ways, either 60 per cent 
to the winner and 40 per cent to the loser; 75 per cent to the winner and 
25 per cent to tho loser, or winner take all. Jeffries can choose for 
himself which of these three he wants.

"I shall leave immediately for New York in order that I can person- 


ally attend to the signing of the articles. My manager, George liytUe, 
while a very smart man, is hardly experienced enough in such affairs to 
warrant the handling of this big match alone. There is only one tiling 
that I positively \vlll not stand for, and that is Jeffries getting Uie ma- 
jor portion of the purse, whether he wins or loses, or any big bonuses 
going to him.

ALFALFA 


One of the first things to attract the 


attention of the newcomer in Kresno 
county is the beautiful fields of alfalla. 


Alfalla is the gicat staple of dairying 


In Fresno county. 
Although Chls forage 


Is but lltffe known In the Bast yet in 
California It has come to be the bafts 
of the dairying and slock raising Indus- 
try. Its peculiar quillty Is thsft It yields 
successive crops of hay without resowlng 
and that It lasts over from year to year, 
tn fact during the first year It does not 
ylc'd much; It requires a vear for Its 
long tap roots to gi-t a suffklent hold In 
the ground to permit Its cro\\n to spread^ 
and the plant to send up those number- 
less shoots which mature In' hay, tlie 
stalks of the grass being about tlnec 
feet long. The plant is a deep feeder, 
the roots penetrating to a depth of from 
ten to fifteen feet 
It Is improved by 


cutting, as cutting causes the crowns or 
rhizomes to spread, thus 
sending up 


more shoots. 


Alfalfa delights in a sandy soli and 


hot weather. 
It requires ample water, 


but It Is particularly adapted to Irriga- 
tion. The method of growing It in vogue 
in thla country is to first lay off tlie 
ground, preferably by a surveyor, who 
marks tho area in checks, such bclns 
surface at different levels. The grade Is 
generally from three to four Inches, and 
the checks range from a quarter of an 
acre to an acre in area. It Is common to 
carry tho water through the tract sown 
to alfalfa in a ditcli with which the sev- 
eral checks are connected, so that the 
water runs directly from tho ditch Into 
the check, but sunn-times the wati r may 
run from the ditch through several sui - 
ceedingr checks. Tlvse checks He In gride 
one below the otin r, the entire scheme 
being to havo the areas so arranged that 
water will run from higher to lower levclr 
and spread over the are; 
This Is the 


flooding system, the check hanks being 
cut and 
IL wooden box 
being Inserted 
which Is provided with a slide by means 
of •which the water may be ac-M bcu k or 
released. 
The cost of checking, ditching 
and sowlnc tlie land Is senerallj 
esti- 
mated at }10 an acre. Where on« has 
his teams and performs the work binwell, 
tlie cost Is, of course, much less. 
About fifteen pounds of seed Is sown 
to the aero. This sowing may occur- In 
the fall or spring 
If In the fall less seed 


will be needed, and by spring tho ground 
will be well rooted.

gaged In the manufacture of salt la 
this county. The California Salt Co. 
|q the largest of the Interested corpor- 
ations, controlling a major portion of 
all the salt producing properties. The 
output for each firm varies from 
five hundred tons a year to fifty thou-

tons. 
The

varies accordingly, but from a reliable 


computation, it Is estimated five hun- 
dred men are employed 
throughout 
the district and one hundred thousand 
tons of salt constitute the annual out- 
put. 
. The salt Is made from sea water on 
artificially overflowed lands. Salt Is 
collected In the summer and piled In 
great pyramids. The waters of San 
Francisco Bay contain about 24 per 
cent of salt.

gins.

1 and 2—which are recognized 


by the older residents as Fruttvale 
proper, are estimated to contain a 
population of about 10,000.

The building of new 


residences has been 
active. 
Every 


month throughout the year has wit- 
nessed the starting of

At a moderate 


estimate these private Improvements 
represent an outlay of from $250,000 
to $350,000. 
Much money has also

sewers, culverts,

ing the year, also, a bonded indebted- 
ness of $100,000 for public improve- 
ments was incurred by popular vote. 
Of this sum about $15,000 Is to

unremittingly In this section of Oak- 
land's suburbs.

The Western Pacific's lines run to 
the , terminal yards near the Boole 
shipyard at the, foot of Wood street, 
and thence to the pier that is being 
built along the north training wall. 


Just west of Wood street the north 


and south lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific run along the west bay shore 
from the Oakland mole through Em- 
eryville, Berkeley and so on to the 
transcontinental main lines.

The Western Pacific, the main line 


of which cornea in from the south 
over one of tho routes described as 
l\ing along the upper harbor, has a 
franchise from the foot or south end 
of Wood street northward along that 
street to Emeryville. The Santa Fe 
comes down Wood street from the 
north ancl branches off at Twentieth 
street, running to the freight station 
of the company on Peralta

Transportation is the most important commercial enter- 


prise in which mankind,is engaged. It is fundamental, and 
its beginnings date back to the dawn of history. It antedates 
every other form of commerce. It alone, has made possible 
the peopling of the earth. It has mingled the races of men, 
diffused knowledge, stimulated industry, wrought war, com- 
pelled peace, overthrown empires,'discovered new continents, 
builded cities and in countless ways, has been ajid still is, 
the dominant factor of civilization. Mankind's whole history 
may be traced in the development of its methods of transpor- 
tation. From the floating log of the savage, to the giant 
Mauretania, there has been an age-long struggle for a big- 
ger, better, swifter, more convenient, cheaper, more reliable 
form of transportation.
